at least one first chassis, having one of a first, and a second, and a th i rd 
configuration, the first configuration including a plurality of input cards and no output 
cards, and the second configuration including a plurality of output cards and no input 
cards, and tho th i rd conf i gurat i on i nc l ud i ng a p l ura li ty of i nput and output cards ; and 
at least a second chassis, having one of the second configuration and first configuration 
when the first chassis has the first and second configuration, respectively. 

6. (Currently amended) The broadcast router of claim 4, wherein the 
expansion card has a bandwidth modifiable to support any one of the first configuration, 
and the second configuration[,] and th e th i rd conf i gurat i on . 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -1 1 are allowed over prior art. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
prior art fail to teach the particular limitation along with all the other limitations of 
the claim as with respect to claim 1 , at least a second chassis having one of 
the second configuration and first configuration when the first chassis has the 
first and second configuration, respectively. 

Claims 2-1 1 depend on claim 1 , therefore, claims 2-1 1 are allowed as 

well.
